Patent Merchants. 


The Circular of the secretary of the 
treasury, which we published yesterday, 
accompanied by that of the president to the 
respeclive governors to.whom it is address. 
ed, merits, more than most public occurs 
rences, the deep consideration of an Ame. 
rican reader. By the construction of the 
fourth embargo law, practically deduced by 
the executive, the trade from port to port, 
beside the other onerous formalities and re. 
quisites, is made to depend not only upon 
the wiil and pleasure ef the executive of: 
ficers, but of those, who are not officers of 
the federal government, viz. governors of 
states. Whether the people of a state, in 
fact, shall enjoy the pleaty, which: can be 
afforded by a coastwisé commerce, in ne 
cessaries of life of the most indispensable 
class, is left to the discretion of persons 
designated”by those, among whose consti 
tutional powers, such a faculty never was 
placed. Whether the people of Massa 
chusetts, for example, shall receive from 
the waters of the Delaware and the Chesa 
peake, the usual quantities of flour for their 
consumption, must depend, from time te 
time, upon the judgment or caprice of gov. 
Sullivan or his satellites. Nay, who shall 
continue to carry on his customary trade im 
flour, is now to be determined by the favor 
of governors. Exclusive privileges of tra 
ding are thus made the possible istru- 
ments of oppression or indulgence, ef por 
litical canvassing or of rankling woélice. 
In the true spirit of French colonial con- 
trivance, the cherished few may be select- 
ed in order to be enriched ; and seals pla- 
ced upon the occupution of the rest of the 
mercantile community. Nothing but an 
open market, and a free competition, can 
secure a constant supply of the necessaries 
of life, at acompetent price. ‘The restric- 
tions and monopoly, forced from the text 
of this law, will essentially interfere with 
this equilibrium of trade between sister 
states, composing the same united family. 

Much as we are opposed, on vurieus 
grounds, to the embargo system, we sore 
to see it obeyed as sacredly as any other 
law. The remedy against it hes in the 
strong and manly remonstrancesy, which 
freemen have 2 right to make; and in the 
eventual removal from public trust of those 
who have injudiciously or wantonly galiea 
us with it. If before it can be removed, It 
9c susceptible of the effects promised from 
it, will be shewn by giving no room to come 
plain oi infractions, diminishing its opera: 
tion.
